Old, Study Shows 


NEW YORK (I?)—Evidence that 
ancestors of modern man in Eu­ 
rope are perhaps 
35.000 
years 
younger than previously believed 
was presented to an International 
Symposium on Anthropology here 
recently. 
A new study, based on radioac­ 
tive carbon content of charred hu­ 
man bones, indicates that the cave 
man was extinct in Europe by 1,- 
300 B. C. It was presented by Dr. 
Kenneth Page Oakley, geologist of 
the British Museum of Natural 
History. 
Earlier estimates had placed de­ 
cline of cave cultures and begin­ 
nings of modern European civiliz­ 
ation somewhere between 200 and 
500 centuries B. C., with most 
authorities accepting

Unarmed and Undefended 
Since the American Revolution 
this boundary, 
drawn

through unsettled wilderness,

Because 
Benjamin 
Franklin. 
John Jay, and John Adams didn’t 
know where the Mississippi River 
began, there is a 130-square-mile 
chunk of U. S. territory north of 
Minnesota’s mainland that is com­ 
pletely surrounded by water 
and 
Canada. This "Northwest Angle.’ 
hitched to Manitoba, is cut off from 
the rest of Minnesota by waters of 
the Lake of the Woods. 
Here the International B oundary 
reaches its most northerly' point, 
49 degrees 23’ 04.5” North latitude.

Well, millions of stamp collectors 
not only know where these place? 
are, but also can recite many in­ 
teresting facts about them. 
The little country of Andorra, for 
example, is an autonomous 
anet 
independent state on the Fronco- 
Spanish frontier. 
Its 196 square 
miles consists of a cluster of moun­ 
tain valleys, no part of which is 
below 3.000 feet. Andorra recently 
issued its first airm ail stamp, but 
doesn’t even haveVn airfield! 
The Comoro Islands, which has 
less combined 
land 
area 
than 
Rhode Island, recently 
issued its 
first postage stamp. The Comoros 
dot the entrance to the Mozambi­ 
que Channel between Africa anc! 
Madagascar. The inhabitants were 
governed by Arabian sultans until 
the French assumed 
control 
in 
1841. 


A Lot of Kibitzers 


When an error occurs on a post­ 
age stamp inveterate collectors im­ 
mediately jump to point 
out 
the 
mistake. This happened when the 
Republic of Korea issued a set ol 
32 stamps honoring 16 m em bers ol 
1he United Nations who had been 
lighting there. Each stamp depict­ 
ed the flag of the country together 
with the Korean flag. But a griev­ 
ous error was soon noted. Italy was 
represented with the old flag of the 
Italian monarchy with the 
crown 
and arms of the House of Savoy. 
Much chagrined, the Korean postal 
authorities 
replaced 
the stamps 
with ones showing the new flag of 
the Italian republic. 
The Italian government also was 
faced with a vexing problem not 
long ago. It 
planned to 
issue 
a 
stamp 
honoring 
Guido 
Monaco 
who. it is claimed, invented musi­ 
cal notes some 900 years ago. But 
the 
authorities 
couldn’t 
decide 
whether Monaco had a beard 
or 
was clean shaven. A life size statue 
in a Florence gallery 
portrayed 
him with a long beard. A minia­ 
ture of him discovered in Vienna 
showed him with the clean-shaven 
features of a monk. 
While the government pondered 
the whisker problem, the towns­ 
people of Arezzo, his native village, j 
were divided into two cam ps: pro­ 
beard and anti-beard.

/'■GHRIST, whose birthday this is. persom- 
lies for the whole western world the 
great binding force of Love and the Bro­ 
therhood of Man. Even peoples who do not 
live under Christianity gasp this underly­ 
ing meaning in His life. 
Progress always has been uneven in the 
search for that happy state when the Bro­ 
therhood of Man should be fully realized. 
In the very best of worlds, it may never 
come quite within reach. Yet we must ever 
continue to strive for it. 
With godless communism flowing across 
every weakly held frontier of faith, the 
task of moving forward to a universal un­ 
derstanding among men is today immeas­ 
urably more difficult 
In grim necessity, 
the broad community of men of good will 
has made itself a fortress. 
So long as such tyranny abounds, there 
can be no letting down the barriers nor 
laying down of weapons. But iii the long 
interval of tension which seems 
to

ahead, we still may work within the for­

We need not pretend it is easy to con­ 
front the frustrating 
indecision 
of 
the 


struggle, nor to thread our way in the most 
perplexing confusion known 
to 
history. 
But we must not therefore crumble and 
yield to forces of hate. Iii the clangor set 
up by our fears, we must not give away 
the Brotherhood of Man. 
Christ is our symbol. 
We 
must 
make 
Him real. We must have faith in Him, and 
we must act upon that faith. If we win that 
victory within, then there need be no ter­ 
ror from the godless hordes without. 


Judge Jackson Has 
Earned Reelection 
/TIRCUIT Judge Glenn W. 
Jackson 
of 
^ Gladstone will be a candidate for re­ 
election for a six year term in the spring 
election, a decision that comes as no sur­ 
prise. 
Judge Jackson has made 
an 
excellent 
record in his first term as judge of the 
25th ludicial district. His reelection is re­ 
garded as a certainty and in all probabili­ 
ty he will not be confronted with opposi­ 
tion. 
The circuit is a large one, probably the 
largest in the entire state in terms of area, 
comprising the counties of 
Delta, 
Mar­ 
quette, Menominee, Dickinson and Iron. 
The work load in the circuit is exception­ 
ally large. But Judge Jackson has main­ 
tained a high level of accomplishment in 
the circuit and has conducted the office 
with efficiency and dignity.

One Last 
Political Favor 
^RESIDENT Truman, who 
has 
treated 
^ the Justice Department like 
a 
nice, 
easy proving ground for political faithfuls 
being groomed for the Supreme Court, ap­ 
parently w as unable to resist one last ges­ 
ture of that kind. 
As solicitor general in the department 
he named one Walter J. Cummings, Jr., a 
36-yearo-ld lawyer with 
no 
great 
legal 
fame. 
According 
to 
custom, 
this 
post 
should go only to eminent attorneys, for 
the solicitor general is the top practicing 
lawyer for the government. He represents 
the United 
States 
before 
the 
Supreme 
Court on the major cases 
involving 
the 
federal authority. 
Cummings is the son of a former treas­ 
urer of the Democratic National Commit­ 
tee. He seem*: to have won the job, for a 
brief few weeks before the Republicans 
take over, after personal appeals to the 
White House by his father. 
Since this is so, it is hard to draw any 
eonclusion but that Mr. Truman handed 
out a political favor, allowing the young 
Cummings to bask for a time in the bright 
glory of an important government post. 
Had the President been thinking of his 
public responsibilities, he would not have 
filled the vacancy from the outside at all, 
since it would not be fair to expect a truly 
eminent lawyer to serve a 
mere 
seven- 
week term. He would have permitted the 
work in the final days to be carried on by 
veteran government attorneys who have 
been carrying on since Philip Perlman re­ 
signed a few months ago.

THE BRASS IS TO BLAME 
(Detroit Free Press) 
A Congressional subcommittee has taken 
a long, hard 
look 
at 
the 
$9,000,000,000 
building program authorized for our Army, 
Navy and Air Force. 
The Congressmen didn’t like what they 
saw7. Their report criticizes the program 
for containing too much “plush and frills” 
and accuses the military of w aste, extrava­ 
gance and improper planning. 
Moie shocking, the committee suggests 
that military brass hats capitalized on the 
Korean War to wheedle more money out 
of Congress for building programs than 
was necessary. 
The committee report 
bluntly 
accuses 
the military officials responsible, for sup­ 
plying “inaccurate, incomplete or mislead­ 
ing information” to Congress, 
to 
justify 
various projects. 
Publicity-minded Congressmen can al­ 
ways grab a headline or two by accusing 
the brass hats of waste and extravagance. 
But this indictment by the Hardy sub­ 
committee is well documented, and based 
upon detailed inspection of 
15 
military 
bases in 12 states. 
Now the military “brass hats,” we sub­ 
mit, are responsible for 
these 
luxurious 
construction details. They approved them, 
and guided them 
through 
congressional 
channels 
with 
glib 
explanations 
about 
“military necessity.” 
The subcommittee would perform a ser­ 
vice by 
fixing 
individual 
responsibility 
here and inviting said officers in for an ex­ 
planation. 
These “brass hats” should be asked to 
explain the “military necessity” for the 
terrazo floors ana marble staircases found 
in some new Air Force 
buildings. 
They 
should be asked to explain them in light ot 
the reported ammunition shortage in Ko­ 
rea. 
Maybe this was the sort of thing 
Gen. 
Eisenhower had in mind during the late 
campaign when he said, repeatedly, 
that 
military spending could be 
cut 
without 
endangering national security.

Bluish Spots on Skin Call for 
Careful Search for Purpura

uses purpura. Is there a cure for this 
seasc?” 
First, lor the benefit of those readers 
lo have never heard of purpura, this is 
condition in which purple patches, usual- 
small, appear on the skin 
or 
mucous 
embranes, resulting 
from 
leakage 
of 
yod into these areas. It is similar, there­ 
in, to an ordinary bruise and indeed in 
v presence of purpura, black and blue 
uhe are likely to apjtear 
much 
more 
eddy. 
Them ate many complicated aspects of 
i pui a: it can develop as a result of a 
ge number of infections, including mea- 
• , ii .cuing! t i v or pneumonia; it eau fol- 
v administration of’drugs in those who 
I* sen,dive to certain ol them. In many 
es it is related to malfunctioning of tnt 
leon, In some the cause cannot be dis­ 
serve! al all. 
In a more general way, it may be re­ 
ed to changes in the capillary blood ves- 
s which allow the 
blood 
to 
sweep 
ough mere easily than 
usual, 
or 
to 
ungos in the various parts of the blood 
rlf. 
Whenever purpura occurs adnumber of 
ta must be taken to find out what kind 


of purpura is present, what treatment of­ 
fers the best chances of improvement, and 
what the outlook is for recovery. 
If Hie condition, tor example, is die re- 
j suit of an infection which is likely to im­ 
prove, little may need to be done; if it is 
the result of taking some drug, perhaps 
discontinuing the 
drug 
alone 
will 
be 
enough. 
On the other hand, if it is the kind of 
purpura resulting from malfunctioning of 
the spleen, serious consideration will have 
to be given to removing that organ. In fact, 
in the splenic kind of purpura removing 
all ol the spleen max be the answer. 
REMOVAL DOES NO HARM 
It is a curious 
fact 
that 
the 
spleen. 
which he*, in the abdominal cavity, and 
the functions of which are not yet lulls 
understood, can be removed not only with­ 
out harmful etiects, but also 
with 
great 
benefit in a few conditions. 
Purpura 
is 
sometimes one of them. 
Although most readers ol 
this 
column 
will fortunately never have occasion to be­ 
come personally concerned about purpura, 
they should realize that the development ol 
these bluish spots in the mucous membrane 
or on the skin 
are 
>igns 
of 
something 
which should involve immediate and care­ 
ful investigation.

WASHINGTON—Most of the big over­ 
seas airlines are now bringing G. I.s home 
for Chrismas on charter flights, following 
this column’s disclosure last 
week 
that 
Pan 
American 
Airways had 
pressured 
them not to permit charter flights. 
Immediately following 
publication, at­ 
torneys for KLM, the Dutch airline, 
rec­ 
ommended that KLM could carry G. I s on 
chartered planes regardless of any Inter­ 
national Air’ Transport 
Association 
dis­ 
couragement of charter flights. It has now 
delivered three planeloads of G. I s while 
Air France has done the same. 
Pan American Airways has denied that 
it pressured these lines to ban G. I. char­ 
tered flights, but here is the inside story 
of what happened. 
About 200 G. I.s first 
approached 
Air 
France to take them home on chartered 
planer for Christmas. Cut-rate competition 
in chartered flights is banned by the In­ 
ternational 
Air 
Transport 
Association. 
How ever, the G. I.s just didn’t have enough 
money to pay either first-class or tourist 
rates, and the French 
government 
sent 
word to Air France to help the G. I.s in 
every way possible. 
Air France, therefore, decided to carry 
the troops home by chartered plane 
re­ 
gardless of the I. A. T. A. 
This word spread to 
Germany 
where 
more G. I.s tried to charter planes. At this 
point. Pan American Airways got into the 
act. Other airlines say it was Pan 
Am’s 
representative 
at 
Frankfurt 
who 
first 
phoned them reminding them of a possible 
$50,000 fine if they carried passengers on 
chartered planes. They also say Pan Am 
complained to the I. A. T. A. 
As a result, most foreign airlines bow’ed 
to Pan Am and canceled chartered flights, 
leaving some G. I.s stranded. The 55 G. I.s 
who cabled this columnist say that the Pan 
Am representative called them “emotional 
kids.” To which the G. I.s replied: 
“We 
are 55 emotional kids who still appreciate 
spending Christmas with our families.” 
Air Fiance, however, ignored Pan A n i s 
pressure from the first and finished one 
chartered flight prior to publication of the 
facts by this column. The day after pub­ 
lication. other airlines also decided to ig­ 
nore Pan Am and the I. A. T. A. 
Pan American Airways has done an ex­ 
cellent job of bringing G. 
I.s 
home 
for 
Christmas, but at 
tourist 
rates. 
These, 
however, are higher than chartered rates, 
and G. I.s have a hard time scraping up 
enough money to come home for 
Christ­ 
mas.

Spy Or Dupe? 
Noel Field, Silent Witness At 
Prague Purge, Is Mystery Man

PARIS — (NEA)— Noel Field, 
former U. S. 
State 
Department 
employe charged with “pro-West­ 
ern espionage” at the Prague trial 
of top Czech Reds, was described 
as “hundred per cent Communist” 
by Louis Dolivet in an exclusive 
interview with NEA Service. 
“Not only was Field a Commun­ 
ist but he was also for many years 
a trusted agent of Soviet intelli­ 
gence,” Dolivet said. 
Louis Dolivet has long been a 
controversial figure in the U. S. 
and Europe. 
He spent the war 
years in the U. S. where he edited 
the “United Nations World” and 
was subsequently a 
United 
Na­ 
tions official and worked closely 
with Trygve Lie, UN General Sec­ 
retary. 
He was married to so­ 
cialite Beatrice Whitney Straight. 
In May, 1950, Rep. Edward H. 
Jenison, 
Rep., 
IU., 
described 
Dolivc* 
as 
“;t very 
dangerous 
Stalinist agent and a member of 
the international Communist ap­ 
paratus.” 
Xii is Dolivet vigorous­ 
ly denies.

However, he told NEA that he 
knew Noel Field intimately. 
He 
also had first*hand knowledge ot 
the activities of Vladimir Cle­ 
ment i.s, 
former

Both 
men,

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Barn-Dried Hay 
Equal To Silage 


Upper Peninsula dairy farmers 
can barn-dry or crop-silage their 
hay next summer, rain or shine, 
with about the same winter feed­ 
ing results, Michigan State Col­ 
lege farm crops and dairy sur­ 
veys show. 
Tests run by personnel of the 
MSC Upper Peninsula Experiment 
Station 
at 
Chatham, Marquette 
county, show dairy cows fed on 
barn-dried hay turn in about the 
same milk production as those fed 
hay silage, kittle difference was 
indicated in butterfat test or body 
weight of the animals. 
Time Of Harvest Important 
In early tests, in 1949, A. R. 
Wolcott and W. B. Lutz of the U. 
P. Experiment Station showed that 
June-harvested hay crop silage 
gave better milk production than 
hay harvested the first of August 
and barn-dried hay cut the mid­ 
dle of July. Time of harvest un­ 
doubtedly influenced the results. 
The newer tests compare milk 
production on barn-cured hay and 
hay crop silage cut at the same 
time. The report 
comes 
from 
Charles J. Little, dairyman, and 
Arthur 
R. 
Wolcott, agronomist. 
Three groups of 
Holstein 
cows 
were fed all-roughage rations, the 
control group getting only barn- 
dried hay. The second group was 
fed hay, silage 
and 
hay 
again 
while group three received silage, 
hay and then silage. 
Two narrow 15-acre strips were 
selected in an 80-acre field so 
that the m ajor variations in stand 
and botanical 
hay 
composition 
were included. 
The 
composition 
was 16.5 per cent alfalfa, 4.5 per 
cent alsike, 11.8 per cent red clov­ 
er, 31.4 per cent quackgrass, 18.8 
per cent timothy, 12.5 
per 
cent 
bromegrass and 4.5 per cent weeds. 
Silage was cut June 27, 28 and 29 
with a mower-windrower, picked 
up and foraged-chopped with a 
one-fourth inch cut. It was weigh­ 
ed and 50 pounds of molasses add­ 
ed per ton. The usual rains inter- 
ferred and it took three days to 
fill the silo.

(D -Pa) declared

Out 2,000 Jobs

W A SHINGTO N— (CQ) — The 
new Republican 
C ongress 
and 
President will control 
distribu­ 
tion of about 2.000 patronage jobs 
paying approxim ately 
$3,000 
to 
125,000 a year each. 
Some of these jobs w ill be fill­ 
ed by appointm ents by Dem ocrat­ 
ic Congressmen, but the num ber of 
minority party selections will be 
decided by R epublicans— acting in 
line w ith established procedure. 
The 2.000 figure includes only 
federal jobs w hich are affected by 
a change in party control of Con­ 
gress and the Presidency. If jobs 
on office staffs of Congressmen 
and sim ilar posts w ere included 
the total wrould be increased by 
several thousand. 
W hen P resident-elect 
Dwight 
D. Eisenhower and the new Con- i 
gress have taken office, it will ; 
be the first tim e since the early 
years of the Presidency of H erbert 
Hoover that the G O P has con­ 
trolled both houses 
of 
Congress 
and the Presidency. Consequently, 
the patronage job tu rn o v er will be 
the biggest in m ore th a n 20 years. 
A bout 900 to 1,000 of the jobs 
are in the executive branch of the 
governm ent. They are filled by i 
Presidential appointm ent and Sen- I 
ate confirm ation. 
Almost 300 m ore patronage jobs 
to be filled in Ja n u a ry are dis­ 
tributed throughout the U. S. They 
are U. S. 
attorneys, 
marshals, 
customs officials and postm asters. 
All aie appointed by the President 
and require Senate approval. The 
President m akes each 
appoint­ 
m ent with the advice of the Sen­ 
ators of his party from the state 
involved. In the case of postm ast­ 
ers. the R epresentative from the 
district concerned usually is con­ 
sulted. 
The higher paying jobs gener­ 
ally are in the eecutive depart­ 
ments. Most are filled by direct 
Presidential appointm ent and sub­ 
sequent Senate confirm ation. Most 
of the low er paying jobs are di­ 
rectly controlled by Congress.

search of joy—uncontrolled.

furnished 
trailer and a merry-go-round. 
“Show 
business, 
for

vate enterprise, is finished in the 
Russian zone,” Loeck commented 
from his trailer step, parked on 
a West Berlin lot while he awaits 
the chance to move to West Ger­ 
many and set up shop again. 
“Even 
joy 
is 
controlled 
over 
there,” he said acidly. 
Red Put On Squeeze 
A sort of a Mr. Five-by-Five, 
Loeck says he ate well in the 
East but things were getting tough­ 
er and tougher. Step by step he 
said, the Communist state squeezed 
his roadside operations until he 
faced the choice of eventually do­ 
ing too little business to survive 
or getting out. 
The old-fashioned German carni­ 
val which has excited Hans and 
Fritz for generations is looked on 
with disfavor in the Soviet area. 
“They want what they call ‘Peo­ 
ple's art’ now,” Loeck said with 
a wry grin.

“ Show’ people arc often refused 
perm ission even to set up their 
merry-go-rounds and other am use­ 
m ent equipm ent.” Loeck declared. 
“ Often wre were without the chance 
to work for months, but we had 
to pay taxes anyhow.” 
Now and then carnivals were 
allowed to establish them selves as 
p a rt of a “ people’s art perform ­ 
an ce.” 
“ They had to do it once 
in a 
w hile,” he said, “ to give the peo­ 
ple some fun.” 
The Communist bosses are pret­ 
ty callous about ordering carni­ 
val men around to this or that 
p arty celebration. Loeck and others 
w ere 
compelled to put on per­ 
form ances 
for 
the 
blue-shirted 
“ Young Pioneers” at such reduced 
prices that it was a w aste of tim e 
and often cost them money.

The region’s norm al rainfall is

The jungle stands on Seabrook 
Farm s, a huge mechanized v i o ­ 
lable garden and processing plant 
near the town of Bridgeton. L ar­ 
gest combined

frozen food factory in the nation, 
Seabrook Farm s cover about 20.000 
Bere* of rich flatlands in Cum ber­ 
land and Salem Counties west of 
Atlantic City.

Prison For Christmas

COVENTRY, England (iF)—Derek 
Pickering, m an of principle, was 
extra m ad at the law today—he 
m ay not get into jail for Christ­ 
m as. 
Pickering prefers prison to pay­ 
ing a fine of 2 pounds ($5.60) for 
parking his car without lights over­ 
night in front of his home on a 
dead-end street.

Heyn advises m others to add solid 
food to baby’s diet at an early age. 
One advantage of feeding solid 
foods 
to infants when they are 
two. three or four months old lies 
in the fact that most infants will 
learn to eat solids as a habit at 
this age, she states. Mothers will 
less likely be confronted with 
a 
child at six or seven months who 
stubbornly refuses solid food. 
Iron medication given for a few 
weeks, will improve 
an 
infant's 
condition if 
such an 
anem ia 
is 
present, she says but cautions this 
should be given only under a phy­ 
sician’s control. 
Another method^is to limit 
the 
am ount of milk intake and encour­ 
age the infant to eat foods which 
contain large am ounts of protein 
and m ineral iron.
